jac Farms, that I had never before visited,

Wednesday morning at 5:30 I left the 
house, bound for the Missouri State Fair, 
intending to spend all of that day on the 
road visiting Missouri breeders, and a full 
day that was too. At ten in the morning I 
made my first stop at H. A. Cunningham’s 
farm, he was not at home, having left for 
Green City just a few moments before my 
arrival, and as I was headed that way and 
traveling at a greater pace than he I soon 
overtook him. 

The first thing that we did was return 
to his place and see his cattle, they were in 
good shape, in fact I would not recognize 
them as the same cattle that I saw last 
year at this same time, for last year they 
were in the center of the drought area and 
the grasshoppers ate every green thing. 
This year the pastures are in good shape, 
the hoppers, while many in numbers, have 
not gone into the fields and bothered the 
crops, corn is well out of the way of frost. 
The cattle, in the pastures, are lolling in the 
shade and rolling in a wealth of good feed. 
The little streams all contain water, some- 
thing they did not have last year. 

From Cunningham’s farm we visited sev- 
eral other breeders, he going with me io 
show me the way. A stop was made at Mrs. 
L. E. Gum’s small herd located just a few 
minutes drive from our starting point. For 
a woman with a small bunch of cattle Mrs. 
Gum is an enthusiastic breeder, trying to 
improve her stock at all times. 

As this was sale day at Green City we did 
not find any of the other breeders at home 
but saw J. W. Snyder, O. T. Huffman and 
Dean Page at the sale barn. It was late in 
the afternoon when I left these men pro- 
mising to stop and see Doctor A. W. Heri- 
man at Milan, Missouri. I stopped at his 
office fully intending to visit his herd, but 
as he was busy with a patient I took just 
time enough to say hello and inquire about 
his herd, then on to Sedalia. 

At 7:30 I arrived in town and after finding 
that there were no Hotel accommodations 
to be had at any price, finally found a room 
not far from the grounds, and from there 
after taking time to clean up a bit, drove 
out to the show grounds. The cattle were 
all tied outside for the night but the herds- 
men and several of the breeders were sitt- 
ing in the south doorway of the Aberdeen- 
Angus barn. I visited with them until 
after ten o’clock. The judging was to start 
at eight in the morning instead of nine, for 
they wanted to finish the classes before it 
got too hot in the pavilion. This year they 
had to lead the cattle farther in order to 
get into the pavilion due to the fact that 
temporary shelters for horses and mules 
had been built between the pavilion and the 
barns. 

Shortly after seven the next morning I 
was on hand, and the first person that I 
saw was none other than the Association’s 
fieldman, Bill Barton. When I left Bill at 
the Davenport show both of us_ fully 
thought that he would be going on the 
Eastern circuit, but now I find that he is 
planning to attend the Western shows, 
spending some time between each in visit- 
ing the herds along the way. 

All day Thursday there was much interest 
in the Aberdeen-Angus show. A goodly 
crowd was on the seats all the way through 
and a raft of Missouri breeders were pre- 
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sent to see the cattle judged by Grover 
Moritz. Although there were but two en- 
tries made by Missouri breeders, they had a 
big show. The top herds of the season 
were present and additional interest was 
presented by Bill Barton, who manned the 
microphone during the day for the Aber- 
deen-Angus classes, and gave out choice bits 
of information on the prize winners regard- 
ing their sires and dams and the placings 
they had received at other shows this year. 
All this found an appreciative audience and 
would find favor at any show where a loud 
speaker system is used in the arena. Here’s 
hoping Bill continues to promote the breed 
everywhere in this fashion. His melodious 
voice is soothing to the cattle, so be sure 
and give him this job at all the fairs. Ser- 
iously, it is good to have someone, who 
knows cattle as well as Bill, to take over 
this job. 

A short visit with Chas. W. Green, Secre- 
tary of the Missouri State Fair, proved 
very illuminating. Since they installed the 
system of everybody pays, 25c admission 
charged to every one the gate receipts in- 
creased materially. This year they had re- 
cord crowds at the fair, about 15% more 
than last year. The only disconcerting note 
of the whole thing was that all but two ani- 
mals shown in the Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing classes were from out of the state, and 
Missouri had at one time quite a name as an 
Aberdeen-Angus State. A name that they 
are now regaining with the beginning of 
several new herds and increased activity on 
the part of the older breeders. 


The breeding classes were plenty tough to 
judge as the top herds of the season all 
seemed to choose Sedalia as one of their 
stopping points. These same herds were 
shown at Billings and Great Falls, and so 
close was the judging at all these shows 
that the judges did not quite agree on which 
of the animals were tops of the classes. 
Grover Moritz, now of the Tarkio Demon- 
stration farms, and one time Breeder at Car- 
rollton, Missouri, did the judging and every 
one was satisfied that he placed them in 
their proper order. He did not work hur- 
riedly and yet made good time on every 
class, working to his type in such a way 
that all spectators could readily see here 
was a man who knew his business, doing a 
splendid job of presenting to them the right 
kind of cattle to raise to further the promo- 
tion of the great breed. Elliott Brown was 
winner of both senior and grand champion 
bull; Tolan won junior champion. The female 
classes were the hardest of all to judge, 
Tolan came out on top in this section, win- 
ning senior, junior and grand champion- 
ships. The monies were well divided, with 
six of the top herds in attendance. There 
was not a poor individual in any class but. 
competition of the finest sort shown by 
true sportsmen, who were all ready to ac- 
cept the judge’s final decisions. 

Friday morning I met Bill at the Hotel 
and we drove up into Howard county, go- 
ing directly to W. L. Brockman’s store 
there, and in a short time several of the 
leading breeders of that county were pre- 
sent, C. P. Innes, I. F. Innes, Dan Miller, 
county agent, who is also a breeder, gather- 
ed there and talked of starting a county as- 
sociation for the purpose of promoting a 
good sale each year. Bill stayed on to visit

nine that evening. A great herd is located 
here, the cows and heifers were in the pas 
tures, and a more uniform bunch of cattle 
would be hard to find.

One thing in particular that 
impressed me was the nice straight lines 
that the Missouri breeders as a whole had 
on their cattle. Breaking away from Rol 
was quite a task, and after promising to 
stop the next time I was down that way, | 
left for Bethany. It was now nearly four 
o’clock and I was supposed to be home early 
that evening, at least that was the promise 
I had made my wife. 

At Bethany, my next stop, I failed to see 
Mr. Frisby so drove on to Blythedale, home 
of Earl Dale, pausing just long enough to 
phone my wife and tell her not to expect 
me early, and then to Earl’s home. He was 
freezing ice cream, but left that task to his 
wife and we drove to the farm having time 
only to see his bulls before dark. Earl has 
some wonderful bulls, just yearlings, but 
the thickest and deepest that I have ever 
seen.

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T ramping the ‘Pastures 


By George Edwards 


We arrived in Scotland May 27th, after a very pleasant trip 
all the way from Ames, Iowa. The weather was very unsettled 
after we arrived. It rained every day for three weeks. But as this 
country had experienced a very dry spring the rains were welcomed 
by farmers. Crops everywhere look very good, harvest has just 
started, with prospects very bright for the present. 


The show of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at the Highland held at 
Dumfries was diappointing in numbers, although the tops in all 
classes were good. The champion bull, Edmonton of Bleaton, bred 
by Marshall and Mitchell, Bleaton, and shown by Mr. Reid, Tillyrie, 
looked the part of a champion, from any angle. The champion cow, 
Betty Black of Ballintomb, bred by Mr. Allan, Ballintomb, and 
shown by Lord Forteviot, Dupplin Castle, would also hold her own 
in any company. Many breeders considered Dumfries too far out 
of Aberdeen-Angus territory to show there. The result was that 
many of the better animals were shown only at local shows. 


I met Pete McIver, Henry Marshall’s herdsman, at the High- 
land show. After the show him and me made rather an extensive 
tour of the Aberdeen-Angus herds in Scotland. I will never forget 
this trip, as many of the owners did everything possible to make 
our stay pleasant. Among the noted herds visited were: Ballindal- 
loch, Auchteearder, Harviestoun, Hayston, Dameside, Spott, Gla- 
mis, Kirkton of Monikie, Dalmeny, Doonholm, Aberlour, Bleaton, 
Derculich, Snadyknowe, Banks, Ballintomb, Kilmundie, Tillyrie, 
Dupplin, Nisbethill, and many others. I saw many grand cow 
herds. Of course breeders in Scotland have difficulties at times the 
same as breeders in other countries. The big problem is getting 
the right herd bull. The export demand is so keen for the better 
bulls, especially from Australia and the Argentines. 


I had many pleasant visits with Mr. Whyte, and Mr. Barclay, 
president and secretary of the Aberdeen-Angus Society of Britain. 
The Edwards family were born and reared at Hayston farm, Gla- 
mis. The Hayston herd owned by Mr. Whyte has been in the front 


rank the last half century, and many a lesson I got from him in - 


judging Aberdeen-Angus cattle even before I was of school age. 
Mr. Whyte has judged at every important show in Briton, as well 
as in South America and South Africa, and during his time as 
president, King George VI and Queen Elizabeth, have become Pat- 
ron and Patroness of the Aberdeen-Angus Society. 


I am sure it will interest you to know that I stopped two weeks 
next house to Alex McLaren, late of Auchnaguie farm. Forty 
years ago Alex showed the great bull, Delamere, for his father 
who owned the Auchnaguie herd at that time. Dean C. F. 
Curtiss, of Iowa State College, made a trip to Britain the 
year that Alex showed Delamere to second place at the 
Royal show. The Dean had an order from W. A. McHenry 
of Denison, Iowa, to buy the best bull in Britain, but on 
condition that if the bull was a Pride he must be a straight 
Pride of Aberdeen. Dean Curtiss fancied Delamere, the 
deal was closed, all but the examination of his pedigree. 
When his pedigree was examined one of the greatest 
breeding bulls of all time was denied a place in the Mc- 
Henry herd. Delamere later went to Ballindalloch and 
without a doubt left more outstanding animals, both sexes, 
than any bull ever used in this famous herd. Many pres-

ent day champions in the United States trace to Delamere. Dean 
Curtiss has told me often how disappointed he was in not being 
able to land Delamere at Denison, Iowa. 

I went to the Bleaton draft sale in Perth yesterday (August 
5th). They had a good sale considering the age of many of the 
cows, and the fact that thirty of the tops had been sold privately 
in the spring. The average was $350.00 on fifty head, thirty-two 
calves sold with their mothers. 

Now, Fred, here’s hoping everything is going well with you at 
Webster City. Will expect to see you at the Des Moines, Iowa, Fair. 

(Editor’s Note: Yes, sir, George, we shall be more than happy 
to see you pacing up and down the long strings of baby beeves 
as they are brought into line at the 1938 lowa State Fair, for to us 
a show at Iowa would not be complete unless you were “taking a 
look.” Even though the comments might be scarce, some folks 
don’t have to talk, because the expressions change on their faces 
to meet most any situation and oft times reveal the true thought 
better than words could tell. To readers, who are not acquainted 
with George Edwards, the Journal wishes to introduce one of the 
most faithful and loyal herdsmen in America, today. A Scotch lad, 
who has been at the head of the beef cattle department as chief 
herdsman for a long period of years. George is the lad who directs 
the feeding and handling of the breeding herds as well as the steer 
herds that are fitted and shown each year at the International and 
frequently at the American Royal.

I know we will never all agree 
but we can learn a great deal and intelli- 
gently make up our own minds if we can 
only get these older and more experienced 
breeders to open up and tell us of their 
experiences and beliefs. 

I make only one plea and that is to the 
Editor of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. My 
plea is to open up your columns to discus- 
sion of these questions. Urge the older and 
more experienced breeders to tell us how 
they handle these questions. Publish more 
articles for the newer breeder. Tell us how 
to manage our herds, fit our animals for 
show, feed our steers for market, preserve 
the health and breeding ability of our ani- 
mals. We newer breeders have an unquen- 
chable thirst for information. Give us all 
you have and all you can get out of success- 
ful breeders, feeders, and showmen. Let 
Elliott Brown, Garrett Tolan and other 
noted showmen tell us how to fit our cattle. 
Let us hear both sides of whether nurse 
cows are necessary. Let us argue some of 
the things out. 

Yesterday I read something that got me 
thinking about ethics. I know that animals 
are often shown under an owner’s name 
that are only borrowed for the show season. 
True enough they are transferred before 
the show season and transferred back to the 
real owner after the show season. This is 
subterfuge, pure and simple. There is no 
intent of change of ownership. The letter 
of the law is complied with, by the two 
transfers, it is true. Is this good ethics? 
I don’t know but I do know it stirs up a lot 
of talk. How much nicer to read that Mr. 
Quintal had sent his good heifer over to the 
Armstrongs who are showing her in their 
string. She is shown under Mr. Quintal’s 
name. This is the way it should be. That 
is the kind of thing that inspires confidence. 
My hat is off to you Mr. Quintal and Mr. 
Armstrong. 


“A Younger Breeder” brings up the ques- 
tion of overfitting of show animals. I think 
he is right. Let us hear more about this 
pro and con. I have watched some of our 
older classes and felt ashamed for our 
breed. I have seen bulls enter the ring that 
almost had to be carried. They were notice- 
ably overfitted. They were short in their 
feet and their hind legs just about able to 
get them from the stall to the ring and 
back. Watching some of these stove-up 
animals being dragged around the ring 
would make any new breeder think and his 
thoughts would be worth recording. Let 
us hear more about this. If it is all right 
then we are on a sorry basis of advance- 
ment. I fit is wrong let us say so and do 
something about it. 


We younger breeders are ambitious. We 
want to make progress. We want to up- 
hold the traditions of the breed. We want 
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to start in where others leave off and we 
want to do our best to keep improving. We 
need to be set right on a great number of 
things. We need to know what is right and 
what is wrong, what is ethical or what is 
not. Look at the sale of the Rosemere 
Dispersion. The large marjority of these 


cattle went to what we can call the newer 
or younger breeders. We have the ambition. 
All we need is knowledge. My plea to the 
editor is to secure this knowledge from the 
older and experienced men and give it to 
us through the columns of your paper.— 
Another Younger Breeder. 


Another Grand Champion 


+-H Club Winner over all is an Aberdeen-Angus

ois. This steer was sired by Mercer 2d, one 
of Dr. Johnston’s herd bulls, and was named 
after his sire and in honor of Miss Brown’s 
home county, Mercer. Mercer County, called 
“the Aberdeenshire of America” was well up 
in the money in this show again this year. 


For a county group of steers from Mercer 
County were selected as grand champion 
group over all breeds.

However, a steer bred and exhibited by Tim 
Pierce of Woodlawn Farms, Creston, IIlin- 
ois, also won his class and was quite a steer.

No inter-breed competition is 
judged in the open steers at Springfield, or 
we might have even greater records to tell 
you about.

Illinois 
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by Gay Qummn Lonjac Farm Scene of Enthusiastic Kansas-Missour1 Gathering 


Wednesday morning, August 10th, breed- 
ers from Kansas and especially from Mis- 
souri were driving toward Lonjac Farm at 
Lee’s Summit, Missouri. These visitors 
were up early, as the inspection of the cow 
herd was to be started at ten, and they 
didn’t want to miss that interesting feature 
of the day’s program. 

In the pastures adjacent to the barns that 
morning were three different groups of 
breeding cattle: first, open heifers; 
second, cows with calves at side and 
then the dry cows and those due to 
calve soon. 

There must have been fifty or six- 
ty interested breeders who walked 
the pastures that morning, and with 
them was Manager J. D. Hooten, and 
Mr. W. H. Tomhave, Secretary of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus As- 
sociation. Between these two, indi- 
vidual cows were rated as to type, 
and breeding, and were also rated 
as to production, evidence of which 
was there in the form of the many 
good calves that were at side of the 
cows. 

Lonjac is a good sized farm, some 
over four hundred acres and is about 
as well managed as any farm can 
be, for Mr. Hooten is interested in 
building the herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
as well as improving the farm. 

After having a good look at the 
cows and the heifers, the cattle in 
the barns were led out, including 
General 6th of Page, and he was 
judged and constructively criticized 
by Prof. Trowbridge of Columbia, 
Missouri. Mr. Trowbridge is well 
known as a judge of beef cattle, and his re- 
marks were very well made. This young 
son of General of Page, the first prize aged 
bull at the 1936 International for Hartley 
Stock Farm, is a chip off the old block. He 
looks like General of Page, and his calves 
are the same kind, thick, deep, short legged 
and nicely topped, and with beautiful heads. 

A number of the younger bulls were ex- 
hibited and were further evidence of the 
fact that a good sire can pay for himself 
in a crop of calves. Elbor of Page, the bull, 
that was used before General 6th of Page, 
is still at Lonjac and though he isn’t being 
used very much, keeping him at the farm is 
pretty good insurance. 

The matter of pasture at Lonjac is one 
of great importance and in planning the 
operation, every field is either a supplemen- 
tary pasture or a permanent one. It is not 
only planned that way, it is operated that 
way. 
A number of us visited the lespedeza sup- 
plementary pasture, where a nice stand of 
this form of clover was seen, and we learn- 
ed, that since the grain had been cut, there 
has been pastured more than one cow per 
acre for some weeks, and the pasture not 
cnly holds its own but improves. 

But a picnic with no lunch is a funny pic- 
nic, and as it was lunch time, we walked 
toward the grove where the baskets were 
being opened. Fried chicken, salads, potato 
and fruits, sandwich spreads and many oth- 
er kinds of good eating were spread and if 
every one ate as ravenously as I, all must 
have been well fed. 

Shortly after lunch, the crowd was col- 
lected into one group and the business of 
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Tomhave, 


the day was gotten under way a second time. 

Mr. J. D. Blackwell, president of the Mis- 
souri Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion was on the job and first introduced 
Mr. O. G. Malkow, owner of Lonjac. Mr. 
Malkow responded with a very few words, 
yet sufficient to make it very clear to every 
one that as the host of the day, he was 
pleased to have them at Lonjac and added 
that each person was welcome at Lonjac at

any time. Mr. Malkow is a retired packer, 
and knows as much about beef as most of 
us ever hope to learn, and he appreciates 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, he must, to be 
breeding them. 


Mr. Louis Hawkins of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce was next and he of- 
fered a few well chosen remarks concerning 
Live Stock as Farm Equipment. In his re- 
marks were the facts that in both Kansas 
and Missouri far too much land is being 
used for crop land, that is cash crop land 
and far too little for live stock pasture and 
production of live stock. To back up that 
statement he brought out that the farm in- 
come from the latter is far greater than 
through cash crops, and in view of the facts, 
Missourians and Kansasites were, every 
year, earning less than they otherwise 
might. Advocating a marked improvement 
in the general run of the live stock being 
produced, he mentioned that he wasn’t as 
interested in seeing the better animals im- 
proved as much as the beef producing stock, 
but of course realized that this same gen- 
eral improvement is dependent upon the 
production of well bred bulls to be placed 
in service in the commercial herds. 


The next man to talk to the group was 
Dr. Curry, Missouri State Veterinarian, and 
his topic was Disease Control. Dr. Curry 
reviewed some of the progress that has been 
made in the field of disease control for live 
stock, and more than that brought out the 
necessity of co-operation between breeder 
and authorities to bring about a better sys- 
tem of disease control in live stock. 

Dr. W. C. Etheridge of the University of 
Missouri at Columbia talked about Missouri 
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pastures, the reasons for their being ; 
condition that many of them ape, ol 
sons that could be controlled and improved 
as well as drouth which was impossible 
do much about. He did however, tel] - ? 
some of the experiments at the Universit 
and compared them with the pasture s : 
tem at Lonjac, showing how Lonjac mans 
accomplishing about as much as can be Pie. 
with a certain acreage. Our next speaker 
was Dr. C. W. McCampbell of Kan. 
sas State College at Manhattan 
Kansas. Dr. McCampbell, to my 
mind, made one of the nicest talks 
in favor of pure bred live stock that 
I have heard for some time, His 
topic, that of “The Returns of Liye 
Stock” was possibly easier than 
some, but he brought out the typ. 
fold returns from the breeding of 
live stock. First, was the satisfac. 
tion enjoyed, the pleasure of antici. 
pation in breeding high class cattle 
and then he brought out that the 
financial returns can be about what 
the breeder wishes to make them, 
For he stated that it costs just as 
much to raise a good one as it does 
to raise a poor individual, and the 
difference in the selling price to the 
producer is comparatively great. He 
didn’t confine this statement to pure 
bred live stock, but showed just how 
that same thing held true in com- 
mercial cattle. In his suggestions, 
he advocated that the breeder know 
type and abide by it, develop every 
pure bred to the best interests of its 
breeding, feed carefully and teach 
prospective buyers the value of type 
in breeding cattle. Last and mighty im- 
portant was his suggestion to develop sales- 
manship, personality, and told of the neces- 
sity of keeping up one’s correspondence, and 
the value of accurate records. 


Secretary Tomhave then closed the meet- 
ing with a review of Aberdeen-Angus in the 
past ten years, where they have been going, 
the situation financially in the association 
office, and plans for the future. He brought 
out that no where in the entire country was 
Aberdeen-Angus at a standstill, that every 
section was looking for more top breeding 
cattle, that the East and Southeast, as well 
as the Southwest and the West were buying 
choice breeding stock, both for the founding 
of registered herds and good individual bulls 
for many a range herd. 

A meeting of this nature should stimulate 
some enthusiasm in the hearts of breeders, 
should bring about a little more breed pro- 
motional spirit, a keener interest in the af- 
fairs of Aberdeen-Angus, especially in their 
state. We suggest a state sale. Not a sale 
where John Smith can sell a couple of bulls 
that no one wants, nor a sale where non- 
descript cattle are permitted to be entered, 
but a sale of good quality breeding cattle. 
A sale where the individuals are select 
for the sale, only if they meet the standards 
set, (which should be high) well bred cat- 
tle, choicely selected individuals and wel 
publicized. We are much against sales of 
cattle being under-advertised, for that cuts 
down the size of the crowd, lowers the aver 
ave of the sale cattle and earns a lesser div- 
idend for the breeder than he might be able 
to enjoy. The biggest value of a sale 1s 
the breed promotion that accompanies it.

There are 440 acres in this farm unit of 
which approximately 240 acres are in perm- 
anent pasture—leaving about 200 acres of 
tillable agricultural farming land. Howev- 
er, | might add that all of these 240 acres 
of crop lands are used sometime during the 

ear for supplementary pasture, as well as 
getting a grain, hay or ensilage crop off 
most of this same land. 

We get most of our pasture from our 
permanent pastures during the months from 
May 1 to July 1, and from Dee. 1 to March 
10.. We plan to pasture our live stock the 
other months of the year on supplementary 
pasture; wheat and second year sweet clov- 
er for early spring, then we go on our perm- 
anent blue grass pasture, and from the blue 
grass to lespedeza and first year sweet 
clover. After these crops we go on to win- 
ter barley in the fall, then from the winter 
barley back to blue grass for winter, sup- 
plemented with ensilage and protein supple- 
ment. In addition to the pasture crops just 
mentioned we sow in early spring all of our 
feed lots, yards and a small field to oats 
and rape for hog and sheep pasture. We 
can pasture these from early spring until 
late fall. 

You may be interested in our rotation and 
combinations of the supplementary pasture 
crops mentioned. We will use one or more 
fields for a wheat and lespedeza one year 
rotation. These fields will supply us with 
early spring pasture on the wheat, that has 
been sown late enough in the previous fall 
so that the lespedeza seeds have matured 
and will come up in the spring. We will 
take our stock off the wheat in time to get 
a grain or ensilage crop from it. The les- 
pedeza pastured after the crop has been 
taken off. 

We also use in a two year rotation of two 
fields sweet clover and barley, having a 
first year sweet clover and a second year 
sweet clover crop each year with barley on 
one of the fields each year. In order to do 
this it is necessary to seed the barley in early 
fall, then sow clover seed the following win- 
ter or spring, harvest the barley and then 
use the sweet clover for pasture. Then, 
that fall, sow the second field in barley and 
winter or spring, sweet clover, then we have 
our second year sweet clover for early pas- 
ture, and our first year sweet clover for 
late pasture and barley. Then we get our 
other summer pastures for our live stock 
from lespedeza on the fields from which the 
first crop, oats, has been removed, either 
for grain or ensilage. All these crops are 
sown on the contour and our permanent 
pastures are mowed in June and August 
each year. 

I have mentioned making silage from 
oats, wheat and sweet clover. We have put 
some of these crops in the silo this past 
spring for the first time. We used molasses, 
which is a very simple method. We put 
these crops in for these reasons: First, to 
make sure that in case of another drought, 
in which case the pastures would burn up, 
we would have ample feed to carry our cat- 
tle and sheep without having to buy any 
high priced feed, except of course, the pro- 
tein supplement. Second, because the re- 
turns per acre are much greater than would 
have been had we harvested a grain crop. 
We might use for an example an acre of 
oats. We will assume this acre of oats wil. 
produce forty bushels of oats per acre, 
which is twelve bushels above our county 
average, and we will value them at 30 cents 
per bushel which is 15 cents higher than 
their value this year. This will give us a 
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gross return of $12.00 per acre. Suppose 
we put this same acre of oats in the silo— 
it would produce on an average of about 
eight tons silage. We ordinarily value sil- 
age at about $4.00 per ton, but to be con- 
servative we will value it at $3.00 per ton, 
which would make the returns from this 
same acre $24.00 instead of $12.00, and I 
am sure you will find the cost of harvesting 
about the same. Third: We put these 
crops in the silo because in the case of 
wheat and oats, we got these crops off the 
land early which will give the lespedeza a 
better chance to get started growing before 
the extremely dry hot weather begins. On 
one of the thinnest fields we have on the 
farm we took off about six tons wheat silage 
per acre, then pastured the lespedeza some, 
cut off about three-fourths ton of hay per 
acre and it is still good pasture and we ex- 
pect to get some seed off the field this fall. 

In addition to this ensilage we include in 
our crop rotation on another farm, atlas 
sorgo which we use entirely for silage for 
winter succulent feed. We have produced 
for the last three or four years between 
eleven and twelve tons per acre. We find 
the total cost per ton of producing this ensi- 
lage, including seed bed preparation, plant- 
ing, seed, fertilizer, and harvesting less 
than $2.00 per ton. The cost of storage is

Enroute back form the Illinois State Fair, 
we made a day’s visit in Mercer county. 
Why? Well there is plenty of reasons, why 
one stops at Mercer county, if interested at 
ali in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Mine, how- 
ever, was that | wanted to see what was to 
be offered in their fall sale. 1 knew that 
twice this year Mercer county breeders had 
brought out fine consignments, cattle that 
had been eagerly purchased, and | wonder- 
ed what was left to offer. 1 knew of course 
that there were many herds in the county 
and that one could find cattle, but 1 wasn’t 
quite certain whether the standards set in 
other fall sales, or those held to in the sales 
this year would be maintained. | can frank- 
ly report that the fall offering will equal 
that of any other sale group that I have 
seen at Aledo. Not only as far as the indi- 
viduality goes but as concerns the breeding 
of the cattle being entered. 

I called at Hugh McWhorters and soon, 
his henchman, (with apologies for the term) 
Milo Sheats arrived and the start was on 
tor Mr. Sheats farm where the lirst of the 
sale offering was inspected. Prior to our 
getting there we were joined by Mr. Paul 
Graham who takes his Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding operations quite seriously and is 
doing a rather nice job of it. 

Arriving out to Mr. Sheats farm we saw 
first the herd sire, Kileenmere 183d, who is 
owned jointly by Milo Sheats and L. Mc- 
Whorter & Son. We don’t have to say 
much about this bull’s breeding, for little 
we might state would or could improve it 
any. te is sired by J. Garrett Tolan’s 1935 
international grand champion bull, Lileen- 
mere 85th, and he is out of Blackcap T olan 
38th, a full sister to Blackcap Tolan 35th 
the three times International »rand cham- 
pion temale. from a pedigree standpoint, 
alone, that should interest the most partic- 
ular. As an individual, all I ask is, did you 
ever see either Hugh McWhorter or Milo 
Sheats pick a poor individual and use him 
as a herd sire? If you have you are up 
more than one on me, for I doubt if any 
two breeders are more choosy in their selec- 
tions than are these two Mercer county 
breeders. Next we saw a Miss Burgess 
heifer that Milo was consigning, well bred 
and a good one. Possibly the best of the 
group was the Pride of Aberdeen daughter 
of Bar Marshall 2d of Strathmore, for she 
was deeper, thicker, smoother and had plen- 
ty of quality throughout. Two Queen Moth- 
er daughters of Bandolier of Anoka 3d, full 
brother to the 1937 International grand 
champion bull, and a McHenry Blackcap 
complete his consignment, and as usual they 
will be well liked. 

I had been at Mr. Paul Graham’s farm 
once but never with his guidance, and so we 
drove on over. First we saw the herd sire, 
Baringo of Woodcote, a Miss Burgess bull 
that is a double bred grandson of Alexan- 
der M. of Rothmaise. You would like this 
bull as an individual and better yet after 
seeing the calves that were in the lots. We 
took a little extra time and went to the 
pastures, and can’t help but say that we 
saw some cows. No, not all of them are 
equally good, but in the group were two 
Queen Mother cows, that I know Mr. Gra- 
ham wouldn’t consider selling, for they are 
typey, have an exceptionally good thickness 
and are his good producers. From one of 
these cows comes Rockhill Queen and she 
will be offered in the sale. There are other 
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good cows in the Graham herd, but to my 
mind they don’t stand out as do these two 
Queen Mothers. Mr. Graham has also con- 
sented to consign an Erica and a Blackcap 
and we venture they will be among the most 
desired at the auction. 

Next we found Mr. Morgan at home, and 
soon he was showing us his young heifers 
that have been entered in this sale. Glen 
Morgan doesn’t do much talking but keeps 
right on breeding good cattle, tending to 
them and right here I want to say that the 
group of young things he is offering will be 
right. If I had the necessary cash, I might 
have done a little business that afternoon, 
for there was opportunity to make some 
money. But, better this way, for I know 
the Morgan cattle will sell at attractive 
prices and be well worth the chips. He en- 
ters a Ballindalloch Georgina, and she is a 
good one. Eight head of good young fe- 
males have been entered, and that’s one of 
the largest consignments made by any one 
breeder. We might state that daughters of 
Elbyron and Bummer R. are not too easy 
to buy generally in Mercer county, and 
rightly so. 

Across the road is Farr Carroll’s herd 
and farm and Mr. Carroll wasted little time 
getting down to the business of the after- 
noon for he had a cow, that he was entering 
that may be the top of the sale. She is Miss 
Burgess Brown 8th, a wonderful example of 
type to be desired, thick and smooth with 
one of the most beautiful heads I have seen 
on any cow. Need we say more. I think 
not. Farr enters also a young bull, a Pride 
of Aberdeen son of Elbyron 2d that may 
offer some competition to the breeder anx- 
icus to sell the top bull in the sale. He is 
just a calf, but he need be no older to be 
considered by any breeder as a real herd 
sire prospect. Two others complete Mr. 
Carroll’s group, both Blackcaps, one from 
the McHenry strain. 

Then we drove a few miles before get- 
ting to Dave Candors and though we miss- 
ed talking to him we saw something of his 
consignment, and more, we had a chance 
to see his herd sire, whom he selected as a 
calf, and our advice might read, “get Dave 
to go and buy you a bull”, with but one con- 
sideration, demand as good an individual 
as he secured in the Juana Erica bull, that 
now heads the herd. You will enjoy seeing 
the group that comes from this herd. Two 
bulls, a Miss Burgess and a Blackcap both 
sired by Burgess 29th the bull sold to head 
the F. M. Bradley herd at Avon. Two Black- 
caps and three Enchantress Ericas make up 
the female end of the consignment, featur- 
ing daughters of Burgess 29th with one by 
Beau of St. Albans. We might try to tell 
something about the individuals, but a far 
better suggestion is that you be present 
sale day and see them. They will need very 
little selling, for they meet the qualifica- 
tions to be easily accepted. 

Then back to Greenview, L. McWhorter & 
Son’s herd. It so happened that the cows 
were in the pasture just across the road and 
we all had a look. I doubt if you’ll find 
many culls there. In fact, if there were 
some, they weren’t to be seen. The habit of 
the undesirable cattle is to show up first 
and foremost, so let’s call it a day when we 
say there just were none. Hugh McWhor- 
ter is perhaps the most assiduous breeder 
in the county. He lives for no other thing 
than his herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
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Oh, he appreciates his family life and that, 
but his pleasure and his business are one 
and the same thing, his business is his 
hobby and vice versa. Breeding is interest- 
ing and his efforts to improve are bearing 
results. After seeing Miss Burgess, Juana 
Erica, Glencarnock Elbas, Blackcaps and 
other noted tribes, each of which in this in- 
stance can offer competition to the others 
as good individuals and good producers, we 
went back to the lots. First, we had a look 
at the little bull that Mr. Graham purchased 
the night before, and he was quite a little 
bully. Two young bulls, one a Miss Burgess 
son of Eminence of St. Albans and the 
other a Glencarnock Elba, start the parade. 
But it’s not the bulls, as much as the fe- 
males that attracted our attention. Five 
daughters of Eminence of St. Albans and 
one of Bar Marshall 2d of Strathmore will 
be sold. Five different popular families are 
being represented. First a Glencarnock 
Elba, next a Cridlan Evergreen, then a 
Juana Erica, a McHenry Barbara and two 
McHenry Blackcaps. We need say nothing 
about the individuals, for they will meet 
your expectations. Start looking for type 
and conformation with breeding and try 
and add these to your herd, for they will 
improve. 

We had expected to have a chance to see 
Dr. Johnson’s offering, but time and such 
didn’t offer the opportunity. We do know 
though that an even dozen head are being 
entered from this herd. It might be of in- 
terest to know that there are daughters of 
Mercer 2d, the bull who sired the 1938 
Illinois grand champion 4-H Club steer. 
This same steer was made champion open 
steer in the Aberdeen-Angus classes at the 
same show, and we are sorry no interbreed 
show was held to determine the grand 
champion of the show. Our idea, now that 
the show is over is that “Mercer” might 
have gone on and won the honor if such a 
class had been listed. But see this offering, 
for they are sired by many bulls and rep- 
resent a number of very good breeding 
strains. 

Many other fine herds will be represented 
with one or more head, but lack of time to 
see them prevents saying anything about 
them. Suffice it to say that the committee 
selected with an eye to bloodlines, through- 
out, and past experience serving as a guide, 
chose good individuals and demanded con- 
dition.

Amongst other facts, Milt Miller, manager at Canterbury, recent- 
ly wrote me was, that only seven bulls would be offered. I shall 
leave the details of the sale consignment until the October issue, 
by which time, I shall have seen the cattle and will be in a better 
position to offer such information as I can secure.

That factor should react in offering only good quality bulls of good 
bloodlines. There never has been a surplus of good steers, but al- 
ways a surplus of inferior bulls. They may, possibly, be sold but 
to what breed advantage, except the breeding of just black cattle. 
Without a question, the use of inferior bulls, that is bulls lacking 
the necessary depth of body, having longer legs than is desired, 
weak backed and high in the flank, has been responsible for more

sary. Care of selecting the type and mating correctly is but the 
start and should be followed by an intelligent study of an animals 
ability to develop. I recently heard a professor make a statement 
that a breeder should never discard a potential breeding animal 
until that animal had proven his inability to properly develop. No 
child left to himself develops proper habits of eating or rest. To 
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p a calf into a breeding animal 
to a show animal will require 
attention. Not a haphazard check, when 
time is available, but constant watch to see 
that the animal is healthy, that it feeds reg- 
ularly, that proper exercise is a part of its 
daily habit. Too much exercise may de- 
velop an animal other ways than proper. 
Proper fitting, a science that few ever 
learn, must be a major part in the making 
of a show beast. One must not over do, nor 
under feed. To try to secure the greatest 
development with no chance of getting an 
animal too fat, so as to hamper his breeding 
value. For of what use to the breed is the 
champion who is not a breeder? None ex- 
cept that of showing how fat one is able to 
make a beast, and if that is the object of 
proper fitting, the beast in question ought 
better to have been a steer, and fed for a 
market. One of the most difficult phases 
to learn is proper feeding and fitting, and 
few will tell you the secret, if it is a secret. 
We doubt, if it is a secret, and attribute the 
lack of general information more to lack of 
study, constant study of individuals, for no 
two beasts are alike any more than two hu- 
mans, each must have more of one type of 
feed and less of another. That requires 
every day attention and watch. 

Study the type of the three pictured. Note 
the depth of body of the sire. Note the 
corresponding depth of dam and the depth 
of Epponian 8th of Rosemere, the result. 
Look at the picture for smoothness, for re- 
finement, for low-setness, for straight tops 
and straight underlines, a depth of flank, 
and a good spread of rib. Check too the 
head and find out if it measures up to the 
type head you would desire in your herd. 
In future selections of breeding cattle try to 
fix the type, the conformation and the other 
qualities in your mind and then make your 
selections accordingly. No, we realize that 
you cannot secure everything in any one in- 
dividual, but get as much of the good as is 
possible and try to secure breeding with 
individuality that is favorable.

The bedi a good sire will improve the 
uality of his first crop of calves. It will 
poe the value of his feeders and will pro- 
vide a better class of heifers to turn back 
into his herd. After building a better qual- 
ity commercial herd of cows, that same 
farmer will realize the difference between a 
good sire and an inferior one. He will de- 
mand the best that you have, will be anx- 
ious to secure the bull even at a premium 
for he will have learned the value through 
the difference in his sales of good quality 
calves and poor calves. Every one is in- 
terested in profit, and profit is to be ex- 
pected for that breeder who takes proper 
advantage of each opportunity to promote 
the breed. The selling of good bulls to the 
commercial breeder is one of the best meth- 
ods to promote Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

In selling a good bull to a hesitant buyer, 
even if he must be sold at less money than 
you expected to get, sell him. Charge the 
difference to breed promotion. Explain to 
such a buyer that you are going to let him 
have the bull at the price. Then tell him 
why you are willing to sell him a bull at 
a lower price. Explain that a good bull is 
lowset, that he is well balanced, deep bod- 
ied and has straight lines both on top and 
bottom. Try to teach this man the type of 
bull that he is getting. Point out the dif- 
ference between a shallow ribbed bull and a 
bull with a nice spread of rib, the difference 
between a deep full quarter and an inferior 
quarter, why a bull should have a good heart 
girth, why a good head. In other words 
teach him to appreciate the difference be- 
tween a good individual and a poor one. Tell 
him, too, that any feeder who buys feeder 
cattle will insist on short legs, smoothness 
and the other qualifications of a nice type 
steer. Show him that the commercial feed- 
er will receive a just premium for type and 
finish, and that he will be willing to pay a 
premium for the type necessary to finish 
into a prime steer. We would venture that 
the average buyer of bulls for commercial 
herds will, after using the right kind of a 
bull, see more clearly the great difference 
and will return to your herd and pay you 
the premium you deserve to secure for 
a good type breeding bull. Especially will 
that be the case when he has been shown 
that it pays to buy the best. 

Since the packer market is the ultimate 
goal, each breeder should build better beef 
plants by selling better bulls.

Nebraska News 


By Bill Barton 


No doubt all of you have heard of the 
Sand Hills of Nebraska. Most of you have 
also heard of the many herds of black cat- 
tle in those hills. How many of you, how- 
ever, have ever made a visit out through 
those hills and examined the cattle one will 
find there? I imagine that I’m a lot like 
most of you readers. I had heard of the 
Sand Hills of Nebraska and had also seen 
some of the good cattle that had been com- 
ing in from that section. I was pleasantly 
surprised, however, when I actually saw the 
many fine herds that are to be found in 
that one-time desert strip known as the 
Sand Hills. 

To give you an idea as to just how large 
the sand hill section is, I will try to describe 
it to you. First, there are 12% million 
acres with practically all of it in grass or 
hay. They extend as far south as the 
Platte river, as far west as the State line, 
and nearly as far east as Columbus. This 
entire section is devoted entirely to the pro- 
duction of beef cattle. Lots of ranches range 
in size from 5,000 acres to 20,000 acres. 
These ranchers have never seen a stranger. 
Any one and every one who is interested 
in beef cattle is a welcome guest at any 
time he desires to pay them a visit. During 
the past few years when so many of you 
breeders have been hit by the drought and 
have been faced with a complete crop fail- 
ure, these hardy cattlemen of the hills have 
been trodding steadily forward, using the 
ground as nature intended it should be used. 
They have produced cattle that are good 
enough to go into anyone’s feed lots. Some 
of the breeders, it is true, had to cut down 
on the size oftheir herds during the years 
1934, ’35, and ’36. They did, however, re- 
tain their foundation herd, and when it was 
necessary to sell some of the cows, you may 
be sure that it was the older cows and poor- 
er producers that were sold first. This, 
combined with the use of good bulls, has 
resulted in many commercial herds that 
might be the envy of many a pure bred 
breeder. 

This year the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association has received more inquiries for 
feeder calves than ever before. The reason 
for my taking a few days through the Sand 
Hills, therefore, was to locate as many 
calves as possible and get some idea as to 
what kind of calves one might find were he 
to go out there looking for feeders. I must 
say that I was well pleased with the calves 
I saw. I am only sorry that I did not have 
enough time to visit all the herds, but time 
flies and traveling in the Sand Hills is 
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vather slow, especially for one who has 
been accustomed to driving on good hard 
surfaced roads. 

One of the first stops I made after get- 
ting out of the “big city” section was at 
the home of William Williams & Sons, at 
Clarks, Nebraska. This firm will not have 
any feeder calves for sale this fall, but are 
holding one of the larger pure bred sales of 
the year at their ranch on November 2d. 
They are selling 60 head of cattle including 
their show herd, that several of you have 
seen or will see this fair season. These 
cattle are the good useful kind, showing lots 
of type and carrying enough size for the 
most particular range or pure bred breeder. 
To you men in the west who are interested 
in starting a pure bred herd or adding to 
the one that you now have, these cattle are 
particularly desirable because they are al- 
ready acclimated and are western bred and 
raised. Don’t forget the date—November 
2d. Make plans now to attend. 

From the Williams place I drove over to 
the O. J. Hadley ranch at Brady, Nebraska. 
Here’s a fellow with as good a commercial 
herd as you will find any place. The breed- 
ing cows are all very uniform in size and 
type. All smooth, compact and low to the 
ground. Mr. Hadley is running a herd of 
about 500 cows and sells most of his calves 
through the feeder calf shows at Ak-Sar- 
Ben, Kansas City, Denver and the Interna- 
tional. These calves demand a premium on 
any market and have been right at the top 
in many of the feeder shows. 


Leaving Hadley’s Ranch I drove over to 
a comparatively new Aberdeen-Angus estab- 
lishment. The Snyder Bros., at Paxton, are 
a couple of energetic young fellows that are 
just getting started in the business. They 
have 120 head of cows in the herd. These 
boys will have a carload of choice yearlings 
for sale this fall but are not sure whether 
or not they will sell their calves. They have 
just put down a new irrigation well, so if 
they make a corn crop they are going to 
feed their calves. 

There are a couple of old timers living 
along the North Platte river, that have been 
in the cattle business all of their lives. L. 
C. Applegate at Sutherland, with a cow 
herd of 500 head has been selling some of 
the top feeder calves for years. This 
weathered sage of the Sand Hills has a 
system which he carries out year after 
year. He sets a price on his calves. If he 
can’t get what he wants for them, he feeds 
them himself and invariably makes money. 
Down the road a ways from the Applegate

We breed all pure bred live stock, Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, Southdown sheep and 
Hampshire hogs. 

The foundation animals of our Aberdeen- 
Angus were purchased in early spring of 
1934. About twenty heifers, mostly open, 
were purchased from the Briarcliff Farms, 
in New York, and about the same number 
from the Scripps herd in Michigan. Our 
herd bulls have been selected from the Hart- 
ley herd at Page, North Dakota, as well as 
a number of females, at a later date. 


We have now built this herd up both in 
quality and numbers. We breed our cows 
and heifers so that they will calve from 
January 1st to February 15th; May 1st to 
June 15th; and then from September Ist to 
October 15th. We do this so that we will 
heve some bulls of breeding age the year 
around and secondly so that if any of our 
animals are purchased for show purposes 
or should we decide to show in the future, 
cur animals would be of good ages. 


Our heifers are not bred until they are 
from eighteen to twenty months of age, de- 
pending upon their development. At breed- 
ing time the bull is allowed to run with the 
herd and the herd checked each day for ani- 
mals bred so tney can be recorded.

I might say that Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
are accepted by a lot of people as being 
wild. However we do not find this to be 
true with our own. We can get up to most 
any animal in the herd in the pasture. We 
try to handle them in such a manner that 
they do not have any reason to be wild or 
afraid of us. We find they respond very 
readily to kind treatment. 


Regarding our surplus breeding stock, | 
might say that we are very fortunate in 
having a greater demand than our supply. 
We sell all of our bulls to farmers and 
breeders through this part of the country, 
Our good females are added back to our 
cow herd and the undesirables sent to mar- 
ket as we do not feel it a good practice to 
sell animals to some one else that are not 
good enough to keep ourselves.
